Angina pectoris is a condition, 
characterized bv episodes of chok-1 
mg, spasmodic pain usually felt in I 
conjunction with physical activity, 
after eating, or during emotional 
tension. It may be accompanied by 
a sense of suffocation and im m in­ 
ent death. 
These sensations are caused by j 
a momentary inability' of the cor- j 
onarv arteries to supply an ade- \ 
quate amount of oxygen and blood 
to the heart muscle. Both are es­ 
sential to the conversion of raw* 
m aterials into the chemical energy 
required by the heart and for car- j 
rying aw'ay the residue from heart t 
muscle combustion. A shortage of 


b lo o d and oxygen both starves the 
heart and leaves the raw m aterials 
of energy Incompletely converted, j

Clinton H. Denman, one of Mis­ 
souri’s better known and widely 
respected newspapermen, died ir*

He was born July 10, 1879, near

Just about everyone has a rax 
problem nowadays.

And that is no 
small m atter in an era when s o m e ­

S urprisingly, m any deaths are 
due d irectly to increased intake of 
calories. T his is p articu larly tru e 
in h ea rt and allied d iseases. 
T here arc 40 to 50 essential food 
n u trien ts. This m akes it difficult

o rd er. We do have such J group­ 
ing w ith the food guide w hich puts 
foods in four groups.

Som e enrichm ent o r fortification 
of foods has been questioned, if we 
consider for a m om ent, how ever, 
we will realize that th ere a re m any 
chem icals in food in their n a tu ral 
state. 


Som e fortification o r enrichm ent 
has been p resen t fo r som e tim e, 
such as iodine in salt. V itam in D 
h as been added to m ilk cereal and 
grains. M arg arin e has been stand- 
arized with V itam in A and fruit 
juices have been stan d ard ized a ith 
V itam in C. This h as been done 
j especially w ith blends which coa- 
t tain fruit juices low in V itam in C. 
i T here has been discussion of addi­ 
tion of lysine to w heat flour, corn 
mea] and corn flour. This is m ore 
| logical in p a rts of the world w'here 
protein intake is low? and would in­ 
clude half the people in the world. 


T hese are ju st som e of the help­ 
ful additives m food. T here are 
others which could be ju st as help­ 
ful but they, like the ones we now 
have, need to be controlled and 
safety m argins established.

We have had a number of ques­ 
tions recently pertaining to top- 
dressing permanent pastures. This 
is a profitable practice 
provided 
you need the additional 
pasture 
and now is a good time to topdress 
pastures. 
Topdressing fair to good grass - 
legume stands will usually double 
ol* triple the amount of forage pro­ 
duced. For example, in demonstra­ 
tions conducted on 21 farms in 
southern and central Missouri in j 
1960. 
topdressing 
with 
nitrogen 
phosphate and potash produced a 
three - fold increase in yield on the ; 
average, 
and 
this 
increase oc­ 
curred within 90 days after treat­ 
ment. In 
some cases, yield 
in­ 
creases have been greater than! 
this. For example, Leonard Lorch 
from Advance increased his pas­ 
ture yields 5.75 times by topdress­ 
ing his Ladino - fescue pasture 
with a complete analysis fertilizer ; 
mixture containing 60 pounds each 
of actual nitrogen, phosphate, and 
potash. This pasture, incidentally, 
was seeded the year before, and 
was fertilized according to soil test 
at the time of seeding. 
One of the big advantages of toj> 
dressing pastures is that it steps 
up the time animals 
can 
start 
grazing in the spring by about two 
weeks. This can mean a great deal 
in dollars and cents when hay sup­ 
plies are growing short during a 
year such as this. This has been 
a rather expensive winter on live­ 
stock producers due to the bad 
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weather we have experienced dur­ 
ing recent weeks and I have talk­ 
ed to a few farmers who have 
made arrangements for additional 
hay supplies just recently. I am 
sure that these farmers will be glad 
to get their cattle on pasture just 
as soon as possible. 


One significant thing that has 
been larned from pasture topdress­ 
ing 
demonstrations 
conduct e d 
throughout the state since 1955 is 
that 
topdressing 
with 
nitrogen, 
phosphate, and 
potash 
produces 
much higher yields than those pro­ 
duced where nitrogen alone is ap­ 
plied as a topdressing. For exam­ 
ple, in 27 demonstrations conduct­ 
ed in South Missouri counties in 
1959. topdressing with 90 pounds 
each of nitrogen, phosphate and po­ 
tash produced a 187 per cent in­ 
crease in yield over pastures not 
topdressed compared to a 96 per 
cent increase in yield produced 
where 90 pounds of nitrogen were 
applied. 


Another significant thing that has 
been learned from these demonstra 
tions is that residual effects from 
a complete fertilizer containing ni­ 
trogen, phosj>hate. and potash as 
well as from nitrogen fertilizers 
alone is not very significant. In or­ 
der to maintain the 
high 
yield 
production from pastures that can 
be obtained by topdressing, it is 
necessary 
to repeat applications 
annually. 
Demonstrations indicate that a 
topdressing application should con­ 
sist of at least 60 pounds of actual 
nitrogen and 40 to 60 pounds each 
of actual phosphate 
and 
potash 
even where pastures were fertiliz­ 
ed according to soil test when seed­ 
ed. Larger applications can be jus­ 
tified when the phosphate and po­ 
tash levels of the soil are low. 
Retesting of C’atle for 
Bruueellosis Getting Underway 
A cattle testing program is get­ 
ting under way in Stoddard County 
during which 20 percent of the herd 
are to be tested and which, it is 
hoped, will lead to the re-certifica­ 
tion of the county as a Brucello­ 
sis — free county. 
As you know1, virtually all cat­ 
tle herds in the county was declar­ 
ed a Modified Certified Brucello­ 
sis Free Area on June 26, 1959. In­ 
cidentally, Stoddard was the 41st 
county in the state to reach this sta­ 
tus. 
The 
Uniform 
Methods and 
Rules for Brucellosis Eradication 
as followed by all states require 
re-certification of all certified coun­ 
ties each three years. In order for 
a county to be re-certified, herds in 
which reactors were found dur­ 
ing tlie county - wide testing pro­ 
gram conducted some three years 
ago must be re-tested. In addi­ 
tion, enough additional representa­ 
tive herds to make up 20 per cent 
of the total herds in the county 
must also be re-tested. 
In addition to the herds in which 
reactors were found during the ori­ 
ginal testing program, test areas 
54, 55 and 59 as established dur­ 
ing the original testing program 
will be tested 
in their entirety. 
Area 54 is the area around Puxico 
wrhich is bounded on the west and 
north by the county line, on the 
east by a line running from Kinder 
southward to Farm - to - Market 
Road J at a point one mile west 
of Acorn Ridge, and on the south

S. Soil Conservation 
Service can put a technical man or 
men in the district to assist them. 
The law states that a substantial 
expression of opioion must be ex­ 
pressed at the polls, and the Com­ 
mission has ruled this to mean ap­ 
proximately 25 per cent of the 
eligible vote, which again means 
one vote per farm unit. Only a 
simple majority is needed to carry. 
Granting these conditions are met, 
die Commission then has the power 
to declare the district established. 
Incidentally, Butler County re­ 
cently petitioned the Commission 
for a hearing, which is to be held 
March 8.

This 
ig a profitable practice 
provided 
you need the additional pasture 
and now is a good time to topdress 
pastures. 
Topdressing fair to good grass - 
legume stands will usually double 
Of triple the amount of forage pro­ 
duced. For example, in demonstra­ 
tions conducted on 21 farms in 
southern and central Missouri in 
1960. 
topdressing 
with 
nitrogen 
phosphate and potash produced a 
three - fold increase in yield on the 
average, 
and 
this 
increase oc­ 
curred within 90 days after treat­ 
ment. In some cases, yield in­ 
creases have been greater than 
this. For example. Leonard Lorch 
from Advance increased his pas­ 
ture yields 5.75 times by topdress­ 
ing his Ijadino - fescue pasture 
with a complete analysis fertilizer 
mixture containing 60 pounds each 
of actual nitrogen, phosphate, and 
potash. This pasture, incidentally, 
was seeded the year before, and 
was fertilized according to soil test 
at the time of seeding. 
One of the big advantages of top-

It is not too early to 
be m aking detailed plans for each 
crop that you plan to grow this 
y e a r 
P lans m ade now may save 
you tim e and m oney later. 


1 am su re you have h eard the 
statem en t that half the tim e re­ 
quired to m ake a crop is spent 
when you get 
the crop planted. 
This m ay be tru e on som e crops 
If you do a good job in p reparing 
>he 
eu.jcd before planting. Any 
way there is a lot of labor involv­ 
ed in getting any crop planted. 
The w ork you do before planting 
can m ake the re st of the y e ar less 
exjxm sive and m uch easier if you 
do every th in g as n ear co rrect as 
possible. 
Seedbed p rep aratio n is one place 
w here 
som e fa rm e rs still 
m ake 
costly m istak es. The seedbed af­ 
fects all phases of production from 
planting to h arv estin g . H ere are 
som e of the things th at a re affect­ 
ed 
by 
seedbed 
p rep aratio n . (1) 
yield, (2) insect and disease loss­ 
es, <3) w eed control, (4) speed and 
efficiency of m echanical operation 
(5) ease of harv estin g and m aybe 
even the g rad e of your crop. 
Seedbed p rep aratio n begins with 
stalk destruction and stalk s should 
be destroyed as early as possible. 
This will allow’ the stalks to d e­ 
com pose e arly enough to have hu­ 
m us 
available 
for 
the 
c u rre n t 
crop. 
This can best be done with equip­ 
m ent th at shreds or cuts the stalks 
into sm all pieces. Plow ing under 
stalk s six or seven inches deep will 
help to control insects and diseases. 
My definition of a n ideal seed­ 
bed is one th at is firm , deep, well 
m ixed and free of w eeds, g rass 
and 
clods. 
Sounds 
im possible 
do esn 't it? Well. I will say it an ­ 
other w ay. This is the type of seed­ 
bed we should try to get w henever 
possible. 
Seedbed p rep aratio n m ay even 
affect the stru ctu re of the soil es­ 


pecially if the soil is worked too 
w et or too dry. 
1 eould not stop now w ithout say­ 
ing som ething about fertilizer and 
lim e. 
Both 
fertilizer 
and 
lim e 
should be applied according to a 
soil test. The soil test is the only ' 
su re way of know ing w hat your 
soil needs actually are Those tests 
should l)e m ade at least e v ery 3 
or 4 y e a rs on every field. It is 
also advisable 
to tak e 
sam ples 
w here different crops a re grown 
within the sam e field. If you apply 1 
fertilizer or lim e with a soil test 
this m eans th at you a re guessing 
a t the soil needs. You m ight guess 
w rong 
and 
m ost 
people cannot 
afford to be wrong. 
A soil test 
could easily be the difference be­ 
tw een being wrong and being right 
D on't take the chance 
take those 
soil sam ples now and bring them 
m tor testing.
